National Regatta Fixed to Come Oil in 
August. 

Tokonto, May 1.— (Special) — The 
executive committee ol the Canadian 
Association of Amateur Oarsmen here 
last night decided to hold the annual 
regatta on August II and 7, at a place to 
he selected later on.

Atkbnh, May h— (6:30 p.m.)— The 
Legislative Chamber finally secured a 
quorum and held a sitting this after- 
noon, great crowds BUrrounding the 
building. The public galleries were 
thronged. The new ministers were 
Beated on the government benches. M. 
Kftlli, the new Premier, without delay 
addressed the house. Jle said that the 
first cares oi the government would he 
to reorganize the army. Without a 
re-organization of military forces it 
would be impossible to carry on the war 
anil conclude an honorable peace. 
Happily the army which Was worthy of 
abetter fate maintained its spirit un- 
impaired. The country might rely on it 
with confidence. He besought the legis- 
lative chamber and the nation to co- 
operate with the government. Mean- 
while the cabinet aaked the chamber to 
agree to an adjournment. 

M. Delyannis, who recently retired 
from the post of premier, said that there 
waB no need of a vote in the chamber 
regarding this subject. There could bo 
no possible objection to an adjournment. 
In the name of his party he desired 
to say that all members of the party 
would give their whole support to the 
new cabinet as long as the Turks occu- 
pied an inch of Greek territory. 
The main subject of their Bolici- 
tuile would be to devise ways 
and means to drive the enemy from 
their country. ( hie of the members of the 
legislative chamber expressed astonish- 
ment at the reports of lack of action on 
the part of the Greek fleet. M. 
Italli then confirmed the details, 
and reports received concerning the 
Greek victory at Vales ti no. In regard 
to the movement of the army in Kpirus 
they said that the retreat had been or- 
derly, with the exception of part of the 
infantry, which had been infected by a 
panic originating among the inhabitants 
of the villages. A motion to adjourn 
was adopted , general assent being given. 
M. Delyannis approached M. Ralli at 
the conclusion of the session, the ex- 
premier and the new premier shaking 
hands. This incident Was heartily 
cheered, the members of the legislative 
chamber then left the building. 

London, May h— A special dispatch 
from Athens announces that the Greek 
army in Kpirus has retreated in disorder 
to Arta, where it is awaiting reinforce- 
ments. 

A special dispatch from Athens says 
that the Turkish assaults upon Pharsalos 
are officially confirmed. The dispatch 
also says that M. Ralli, the new premier, 
continues to advocate a wara 1'outrance, 
though tie is not averse to an honorable 
peace. 

MAY DAY IN LONDON. 

Nothing to the Fireworks They Are Hav- 
ing in Greece. 

London, May 1. — In this city May Day 
pasfled quietly. The Social Democrat 
Federation and other societies made a 
demonstration in Hyde park this after- 
noon. A feature of the demonstration 
wna the prominence of children, one 
platform in the park being occupied en- 
tirely by them. A children's chorus 
saliK " England Arise," " When the Dev- 
olution Comes," and other socialistic 
songs. The children also made speeches.

Flynn and Marchand Meet in Battle Array 
and Fight to a Finish. 

— (Special)— -Nomin- 
ations for the Quebec prov incial elections 
will lake place on Tuesday next, May 4, 
and the elections the week following, 
May 11, A hot battle ia raging between 
Liberals and Conservatives and gives 
promise of a very close finish between 
the Klynn and Marchnnd forces. The 
Manitoba school question ia cutting a 
very small figure in the election. The 
Conservatives have candidates in all but 
five constituencies, while the Liberals 
want standard-bearers for seven Beats.

It will be remembered that at the com- 
mencement of the preaont session of the 
legislature, the Attorney-General intro- 
duced Bill No. 3, " An Act for the Incor- 
poration and Regulation of Joint Stock 
Companies and Trading Corporations." 
The bill was a copy of the " Companies' 
Act," which is embodied in the second 
volume of the Draft of the Revised Sta- 
tutes, presented to the house at the 
opening of the session. When the order 
for the second reading of the bill came 
up, the Attorney-General ,in consequence 
of the importance of the subject dealt 
with in the bill, and of its highly techni- 
cal character, moved that the order for 
the second reading Bhould be discharged 
and the bill be referred for consideration 
and report to a select committee consist- 
ing of himself, and Messrs. llelmcken, 
Rithet, Cotton and Sword. This was 
done, and on Friday last the Attorney- 
General presented the report ot the com- 
mittee to the house, enclosing an amend- 
ed bill, which was read the first time. 

The bill now before tbe house aims, as 
its preamble sets forth, to amend and 
consolidate the various laws now upon 
the statute book dealing with the sub- 
ject, and enacts " an exclusive and com- 
prehensive law governing the formation 
and incorporation ot joint stock 
companies and trading corpor- 
ations," Should the bill become 
law, without any material alterations, 
within its pages will be found all that is 
requisite for guidance and direction in 
tbe organization and incorporation, tbe 
management and administration ot 
every class of joint stock companies, 
while the provisions and powers con- 
tained in the Acts now on the statute 
book—and which it is proposed to re- 
peal—have been so varied, amended and 
extended as to bring the law into closer 
touch with commercial requirements, 
and especially to meet the necessities of 
the new conditions which have arisen' 
from the great extension of the joint 
Htgck principle to organizations' formed 
for the prosecution of mining and other 
legitimate branches of industrial 
activity. A perusal of the bill will show 
that it includes the most recent features 
of the law enacted in England on tbe 
subject, while the committee has also 
examined the amendments to the 
" Companies Act," which were passed at 
the recent session of the Ontario legis- 
lature, with a view of adopting any pro- 
vision therefrom which might be use- 
fully embodied in the bill. As Lord 
Davey said in the House of Lords on trie 
debate on Lord Dudley's " Companies 
Act," the difficulties of legisla- 
tion of this sort are very 
great. It is difficult to 
know how to do enough without doing 
too much." This remark applies witli 
peculiar force to the circumstances at 
prevailing in British Columbia in con- 
nection with the extraordinary activity 
which has been displayed in the incor- 
poration ot mining companies. On what 
lines legislation should proceed so as not 
to hamper legitimate enterprise, whilst 
affbrdine protection to investors and the 
public from fraud, was a problem which 
the committee had to face, and the hill 
appears to show that it has solved the 
question in a way that will meet with 
general approval, as dealing fairly and 
boldly with the matter and bringing in- 
to harmony interests which, at first 
sight, might appear to be opposite 'and 
an tagonistic. 

The act is divided into ten parts, re- 
lating to the following eubject matters: 
1. The constitution and incorporation of 
companies and associations. '1. The dis- 
tribution of the capital and the liability 
O! members of companies and associa- 
tions. 3. The extraordinary powers of 
companies under the act. 4. The man- 
agement and administration of compan- 
ies. 5. The borrowing powers of com- 
pinies. G, The licensing and registra- 
tion of extra-provincial companies. 7. 
Procedure in actions against unregister- 
ed extra-provincial companies. 8. The 
voluntary winding up of companies. 0. 
The protection of purchasers of stock 
from loises by forged transfers and the 
prevention of fraudulent and negligent 
practices. 10. Repeal of former enact- 
ments. 

While, of course, it is impossible 
within tbe limits available to mention 
in details all the changes, amendments 
or additions which the bill proposes to 
make in the existing law, it may be both 
useful and interesting to refer briefly to 
some material changes which it makes 
in the various laws at present in force or 
in tbe draft of the revision as presented 
by the commissioners. The first which 
may he mentioned is that which per- 
mits live persons to associate together to 
for. n an incorporated company . The law 
in England requires seven persons to 
sign the memorandum of association, 
■while hitherto in this province the law 
has permitted three persons to organize 
a company. The committee has taken a 
middle course and considers that while 
it is desirable to check the formation <d 
" bogus " companies by increasing the 
number of persons necessary for the 
purpose from three to five, the object de- 
sired may be attained without requiring 
as large a number as in .England, where 
the circumstances are different and ttie 
average capitalization of companies much 
larger than here. The mutter is, of 
course, one which is open to discussion 
and on which it would 1)3 foolish to pre- 
tend that one figure or another repre- 
sents an arbitrary or absolutely certain 
safety line. 

The committee has struck out section 
20 of the act in the revision, which re- 
quired that before any company could 
commence business " ten per cent, of its 
capital shall be paid up in cash., exclu- 
sive of any amount payable otherwise 
than in cash." This provision was 
taken from Lord Dudley's "Companies 
Act," which is now before the Imperial 
parliament. Even in England there is 
much difference of opinion on the wis- 
dom, or its efficacy to accomplish whai 
is aimed at, of such a restriction, and 
the expression of public opinion appears 
to be adverse to it. In practice it may 
1>. nominally complied with, while 
actually evaded or disregarded. \ i the 



same time, by putting it in the act it 
would unquestionably often be an obsta- 
cle in the way of the organization of 
bona fide and legitimate companies, and 
the committee haB, therefore, omitted it 
in tbe bill now before the legislature. 

Another matter dealt with by the com- 
mittee, and one which will probably at- 
tract more attention than any other detail 
in the bill, is the question aB to whether 
mining companies shall be permitted to 
dispose of their shares for lesB than the 
par or nominal value. The committee 
has decided it in the affirmative. At 
the same time, it inserts certain provi- 
sions in the bill with the object of com- 
pelling anv company which does bo to 
let that fact bo known. In section 5b' it 
is provided that any company incorpor- 
ated for mining purposes may insert 
in its memorandum of association a 
provision that " no liability beyond the 
amount actually paid upon "its shares 
or stock shall attach to the holders 
thereof, and the certificate of incorpora- 
tion must state that Buch company is 
specially limited under Eection 5ti." All 
certificates of shares or stock issued by 
such companies must bear upon their 
face the words " Issued under section 56 
respecting mining companies of the 
'Companies Act, 1897.'" All notices, 
agreements or other documents issued 
by Buch a company must also have noon 
them the words " Non-Personal Liabil- 
ity." By section 01 it is provided that 
companies which have heretofore issued 
shares as fully paid at a discount or in 
payment for a mine, may come under 
the provisions of section 5(>, as regards 
any future liability on such shares but 
not as regards any debts contracted by 
the company issuing them prior to the 
passage of the new act. This will re- 
move any uncertainty in regard to the 
status of shares which have been issued 
at a discount previous to the present 
time, while at the same time there is uo 
I interference with the rights of creditors 
I for debts already incurred which they 
will still have, the same as though the 
new act had not been passed. These 
provisions will doubtless be approved by 
the holders of mining Bhares, and the re- 
moval of any doubt as to the liability 
which attaches to shares issued at a dis- 
count will give increased value to the 
large amount of capital which has been 
invested in such securities. 

Another interesting feature of the bill 
is found in Part VI, which refers to the 
licensing and registration of "extra- 
provincial companies." Unless other 
wise provided by any provincial act, no 
extra-provincial company may in the 
future carry on business in the province 
until it shall have been licensed or regis- 
tered under the new act. Extra-pro 
vincial companies carrying on business 
here at the date of the passage of the 
act will have until January 1, 1898, to 
comply with its provisions. Extra-pro- 
vinciai companies incorporated under 
the laws of Great Britain or Ireland, of 
Canada or of any of the provinces of 
Canada, may obtain a license authoriz- 
ing them to carryon business within the 
province. The laws of these different 
countries or places referring to the incor- 
poration of joint stock companies are 
very similar to that in this province, 
and' as occasions arise other colonies of 
the Empire may be added to the list 
Extra-provincial companies incorporat 
ed under the laws of other places or of 
foreign countries may be registered to 
carry on business within the province 

Extra-provincial companies nlready 
incorporated and doing business here 
may come under the provisions of the 
act, and the fees already paid on the 
original registration will ho credited 
towards the n mount of the new fees. 
Mining companies, already incorpor- 
ated, can come under tbe provisions of 
section 50, making their shares non- 
assessable, by registering under the new 
act. 

Better and more stringent regulations 
are provided in regard to foreign com- 
panies doing business here, as respects 
their office and agent or attorney in the 
province. In section 140 a new provis- 
ion has been introduced requiring extra- 
provincial companies to empower their 
agents or attorneys to issue and transfer 
shares in the province, and to keep at 
their principal place of business in ttie 
province " a register of all stock issued 
at such head office or chief place of busi- 
ness and of all transfers of shares in the 
company made within this province and 
presented for record at such head office 
or chief place of business." This will 
facilitate the transfer of shares, and tend 
to put an end to some abuses which have 
occurred in connection with dealings in 
this province in the etock of companies, 
tbe shares in which could only be trans- 
ferred in some town outside of the pro- 
vince. \

JAPANESE A HE INDIGNANT. 

T.iren en to Demand Compensation From 
the Hawaiian Government for the 
" I ll-Treatment " of Subjects. 

Japanese exchanges comment in bitter 
terms on the action of the Hawaiian 
government in disallowing some 2,000 
subjects of the .Mikado to land in the 
central Pacific country. As they have 
now been stopped by the authorities, 
says the Asaki, theetuigrationcotn panics 
are estimating the amounts of damages 
incurred, under orders from the foreign 
office. It is said that the total amount 
will be something enormous, but that it 
is nevertheless the intention of the auth- 
orities to demand it from the Hawaiian 
government as compensation. A Kobe 
dispatch dated April 14 says that the 
emigration companies there, being at a 
loss to know what to do with the emi- 
grants brought back by the Shinshiu 
Marn, have telegraphed to a colonization 
company in Brazil and arranged to send 
them there if they are willing to go. 
Other Japanese papers report that the 
government has decided to take official 
cognizance of the action of the Hawaiian 
government in the matter of having re- 
fused permission for the landing of Jap- ! 
anese emigrants, as being in violation of 
the treaty, and have resolved to open 
formal negotiations. They state that as 
soon as a detailed report has been re- i 
ceived from the Japanese consul-general 
in Hawaii the government will submit a i 
formal demand. It lias also been de- j 
cided to dispatch the warship Hiyei and 
one or other of the Cbinyen, Matsushi- 
ma, Ftiso, Naniwa or Suma. The argu- ! 
ment of some of the emigration compan- 
ies, as submitted in one instance in a 
petition to the Hawaiian court, is as fol- 
lows: " We, the free laborers who have 
arrived here by the Shinshiu Mam have 
each in our possession a sum of not less 
than $50, according to the regulations, 
and therefore the Hawaiian government | 
has no right to prevent our landing and 
restrain our liberty."

Chinese Must Natural: 
1 ormosa or Els

A summary of the news contained in 
Japanese exchanges, dating up till April 
15, is a follows : 

During the month of April the Chi- 
nese in Formosa had to definitely decide 
whether they would remain in the island 
as Japanese subjects, or clear out, bug 
and baggage. 

The British government is inquiringas 
to the particulars of the case of brutal 
treatment by the Japanese police (in 
which a man was half beaten to death 
with clubs, and when brought before a 
judge was discharged), which lately oc- 
curred at Nomichi, Hiroshima prefec- 
ture. 

According to Shanghai papers the Bri- 
tish jtitors in the Model Settlement are 
threatened with the awful ordeal of hav- 
ing to listen to Eome 300 separate law 
suits brought by the sisters and the 
cousins nnd the aunts of the uniortunate 
passengers and crew of the steamer On- 
wo, sunk in collision. 

The Yorodzu states that the German 
military officers who have been lent to 
(Jhinit to train troops are to he recalled 
shortly. The reason that has led to their 
recall before the expiry of the term of 
their engagement, is said to be that the 
German Emperor has heard that they 
have very often been treated badly by 
the Chinese soldiers.

THE CASSIAR PL AX. 

The Cassiar Railway subsidy bill lias 
puased, and the promoters of the project 
are very sanguine of being able to build 
the road. It will be a very excellent 
thing for the Province if it itj built. If it 
is not' built the subsidy attl will bo as if 
it never passed. We hope aud believe 
it will be built. It is not a very long 
road, but it will give accesa to a wide ex 
teat of country, which may prova on ex 
amination to be very richly mineralized. 
O.ir reason for thinking that it may be 
fo.tud to be so mineralized is that good 
placers have been found there, aud ail 
the streams carry gold. Gold is found 
in the Yukon valley, in Cariboo, Ome- 
uica, and the Skeena valley. The Peace 
river and the Liard, that flow outofCas 
fiiar, also carrv gold. .Such cas 
nil prospecting as lias been 
made bears out the geological 
inference that much auriferous quartz 
trill be found when facilities are provid 
til so that the country can bo prospected 
without unreasonable expense. The re- 
gion is a vast one. It is a province by 
itself. But it is not a district that can 
be developed without the aid of capital. 
The expectation is that the subsidy 
granted will secure this capital. 

The terms on which the subsidy is 
given are reasonable. The company 
gets the land in blocks four miles square, 
1 at these blocks must be four miles 
apart, if a diagram be made it will be 
Been that if the company takes its blocks 
:i i 'losely together as possible they will 
l>' scattered over an area of 2,500,000 
acres, 750,000 of which will be under 
lease to the coin pari y and the remainder 
h« open to the free miner. That is to 
nay, for every three square miles of 
leased land which the railway will open, 
it will open ten square miles not leased 
to the company. This is about as far 
removed from it monopoly as it can well 
be, and our surprise is that the company 
has been willing to accept such a con- 
dition. 

The contributions which the company 
will make, to the revenue are large and 
the provisions in regard to prospectors 
who may gp on the hind leased to the 
company arc very liberal. On the whole 
the measure is an excellent business 
arrangement, which, if carried out, will 
open a section of country that will he 
directly tributary to the trade of Vic- 
toria. This has not prevented the Times 
o( this city from opposing the measure 
or quoting without disapproval the de- 
mand of the Hevelstoke Herald that the 
Dominion government shall disallow the 
act. But the Times is opposed to every- 
thing, [t is sufficient to incur the in- 
effectual opposition of our contemporary 
to any project to have it known that the 
provincial government favors it. 



the least striking feature in Nicholas 
Nickelby, attracted the attention of 
readers as much because of the novelty 
of the type portrayed as for any other 
reason. Yet we have the authority of a 
wise man, who lived many years ago 
aud whose pen haB been long esteemed 
as guided by divine inspiration, for say- 
ing that " praise is comely." It itJ well 
to do a credit business sometimes, irftho 
sense of the term aB used by the Wash- 
ington editor. 

A young singer, who bids fair to make 
a name for herself, said to a gentleman 
who congratulated her upon her rendi- 
tion of a song, " I want to tell you that 
I owe so much to your wife/' The 
gentleman expressed his surprise, and 
the young lady explained herself by Bay- 
ing: " It was the firet timeT ever sang 
in public, and when 1 came down from 
the platform I felt that I had failed, but 
your wife came up to me and told me 1 
had a lovely voice and would make a 
singer. That was just what I hoped 
was true, and it helped me more than 1 
can tell you to have a perfect st -anger 
tell me so." We are often told how tho 
jeers of the House of Commons stimulat- 
ed Disraeli to renewed cll'ort, but no one 
preserves the memory of the disappoint- 
ed hopes, the blasted ambitions and, in 
some cases, the broken hearts due to the 
lack of kindly words of encouragement. 
The world loses the benefit of some of itB 
beet material becauee it is so stingy of 
its approbation. 

The comeliness of praise is recognized 
by the establishment ol orders of merit 
and the conferring of titles, Lord Mel- 
bourne used to say that ho loved 
the Order of the Garter " for 

there - was no merit about it," 

but most orders imply merit, aud it is 
significant of the Victorian era and per- 
haps not entirely without its effect upon 
its great record of progress towards 
higher social and national conditions, 
that all the sovereigns of Great Britain 
combined never instituted as many 
orders of merit as Her Gracious Majesty. 
It may not be the secret of the high 
patriotism of the British race that merit 
is recognized without distinction of sex 
or social standing, but the influence of 
tho fact ia enormous, Just hero a little 
anecdote may be told which illustrates 
the British sailor's appreciation of a 
word spoken at the right moment. At 
the great Columbian naval display in 
New York harbor a child fell into the 
water from oue of the pleasure boats. 
Fortunately the accident happened near 
a British ship, aud a sailor promptly 
sprang into the water and rescued the 
little one. The circumstances were such 
that it was a very plucky act. The 
gallant fellowwasinterviewed by a news- 
paper man, who suggested that a purse 
should be raised for him, but the sailor 
repudiated the idea. " I just did my duty, 
sir," he said. " And didn't the captain 
meet me aa I came aboard, clap me on 
the shoulder anil tell me before them all 
that 1 was a brave lad, and should have 
an extra glasH of grog'.'" A brave Bailor 
and a tactful commander were two men 
well met. Napoleon's men would follow 
him anywhere, because he knew the 
value of praise fittingly bestowed. It 
is not the intrinsic value of the little j 
cross of gun metal with the words "For 
Valor " on it that, makes the wearer 
prize it above every other decoration, 
but because the Victoria Cross is to all 
the world an emblem that its wearer 
has displayed the highest type of cour- 
age. 

Praiae rightly bestowed has a cash 
value. There is no doubt whatever 
that a man who knows that his work is 
appreciated will do the better work for 



reason why men who engage in gland 
silver mining Bhould be treatedt all 
differently from those who are taged 
in selling! groceries or makinguae- 
shoeB. We do not require a mani be- 
come u Britiah subject before fltang a 
smelter or a cannery, or a sawmillltis 
true that we require a man to Hare 
his iutention to become a British aject 
before we allow him to pre-empted; 
but the wisdom of such a provisi re- 
mains to be proved. Moreover, tie is 
very grave doubt as to the value the 
declaration proposed to be inaistedion. 
A man may declare hiB intention be- 
coming a British subject because ouch 
a requirement being insisted onn a 
provincial statute, but what the val of 
Bucha declaration would lie, in vii of 
the fact that naturalization is a pely 
federal question, has yet to ho deon- 
strated. 

It is quite true that member ter 
member of the oppositifln denounceihe 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Wks 
on account of the Ruckles heforehe 
investigation; but after the investa- 
tion the matter dropped and the leaag 
opposition member of the special cn- 
mittee distinctly declared in his placin 
the house that ho made no chargof 
wrong doing against the department.

Maple leaves 
gracefully entwined with a scroll form 
a border on one side and I lie top of the 
address, the two upper corners bearing 
in one case the coat of arms of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company, who practically 
owned the country (rom 1821 to 1843.

Protest' Against the Alien Amend- 
ment—Woman and the Lords 
of Creation. 



To tiik Editor, — In the good old days 
When B. C. closed anil A.l). begun, there 
waH, ui Eeveral languages, but one and 
the same word for stranger and for 
enemy. Alas! it is Btill B.C. in this 
quarter of the jjlobe, and we poor 
Btrangers have nothing to expect but 
enemy's treatment. I told you that the 
first step taken by the passengers, when 
the health officer's outrageous orders 
were issued, was to send a long protest 
and appeal to the Dominion government. 
We were patiently expecting the reply 
to this telegram, when it transpired yes 
terday that it had not gone forward 
Great was the indignation of the prom 
enade deck! To-day the following ex 
planation is given: The telegram had 
to be sent to the U. P. K. ticket office 
Victoria, for transmission. It went in 
the mail bag along with other tele 
graphic and mail matter, hut, unfortun 
ately, the heat of disinfecting melted 
the wax on another- communication, 
that the telegram stuck !o it, and got 
Bent no one knows where. However, 
yesterday it turned up again and was 
sent on. " Most extraordinary." 

We were all disinfected to-day. Kaeh 
passenger had to send in shore last even 
ing a bag containing all the clothin; 
proposed to bo worn to-day. These were 
disinfected over night and replaced at 
the cabin doors in the morning. Then 
each had a medicated bath, and donned 
the disinfected clothes. The cabins were 
then stripped and all baggage and be( 
ding sent ashore, where it Btill remains 
lying on the wharf. It is doubtful if we 
shall get any of it back to-day. Mean 
while we wander about with not a scrap 
belonging to us save the clotheB we 
stand in, and smelling as if wo came 
not from the East — but from another 
place, the name of which is Heldom men- 
tioned in circles polite. Next perform 
ance: The health officer is on board in- 
specting our vaccination marks. The 
men are standing outside the cabin doors 
in rows, with their arms bared, while 
inside the unfortunates on whom it did 
not take are explaining why, under the 
dread fear of having it all done over 
again. 

Two doctors have come down from 
Victoria to keep the health officer in 
countenance. They had a conferenc3 in 
the forenoon, at which the ship's doctor 
was present— the first time his existence 
has been recognised by the authorities 
Some say we shall be on the move soon 
now; others that we are only at the be 
ginnintr of the performances, and that 
there is worse to follow. 

H. E. the Chinese minister received 
telegram from Lord Salisbury to-day 
saying that he was in communication 
with the Dominion government on this 
quarantine matter. 

The sailors are helping in the work 
now. They are scrubbing the hatch 
covering and awnings witti chlorid of 
lime. 

Being disinfected I was allowed ashore 
to-day, and took the opportunity of see- 
ing accurately the treatment in vogue 
for the Chinese. I also saw the tents 
we men expected to put up in, but of 
these and other matters there is no time 
to write. A 

Empress of China, Quarantine Station, 
April 30. 

To the Editor: — I wish to empha- 
size how truly I sympathize with those 
who are quarantined at William Head at 
the present moment. 

In common I am sure with the whole 
community! At the same time the 
pathetic humor of " A.'s " letter in your 
paper this and yesterday morning is 
most delightful, and whilst sighing 
at the criminal mismanagement which 
many have foreseen would sooner or 
later cause great discomfort, to put it 
mildly, one cannot help being highly 
amused at the writer's indignation at 
the treatment to which he or she might 
be subjected to if they accepted the in- 
vitation, or command' is it? of the health 
officer to come and be bathed, etc., etc. 

Many are looking on at the babble 
with the authorities "that ho" with' 
much interest, and sincerely is it to he 
trusted that the whole quarantine 
matter will now be threshed out, and so 
prevent untold of harm to this province 
and the Dominion in the future. 

Why not subsidize " A.," who in his 
breezy style would air our many griev- 
ances, local and otherwise? 

He is anxious to shake the dust of 
liritish Columbia off hie feet, but we, his 
fellow country men and women, would 
fain keep him, for where dynamite 
sometimes fails the supple pen of a 
reaily writer does great good. 10, 

To tiik Editor :— The Braden amend- 
ment to the Mineral Act, which deprives 
all but British subjects of mining rights, 
makes such a radical change in the min- 
ing laws of this province that the pro- 
bable effect upon the development of its 
mineral wealth should be considered be- 
fore final action is taken upon it. Mr. 
Braden has evidently been provoked bv 
objectionable legislation in the United 
States to retaliate by anti-American 
legislation in British Columbia, but I 
feel certain that it is not his desire or 
intention by so doing to retard the de- 
velopment of the mines of this province. 
I fear his amendment will have this 
effect. It is a matter of history that for 
nearly a third of a century Kootenay, al- 
though believed by okf-tiniors to be a 
rich mineral district, remained an unin- 
habited region. It was not until a num- 
ber of adventurous American prospec-' 
tors from the South explored its moun- 
tains that discoveries were made by 
them which have developed into paying 
mines and attracted the attention of 
mining capitalises in the nionied centres 
of Europe to British Columbia, so that 
now 'it is looked upon as the coming El- 
dorado. Kootenay has been developed 
mainly by American miners, American 
emelting men and by American rail- 
roads. They have transformed a wild, 
forest-clad mountain region into a num- 
ber of prosperous and progressive min- 
ing camps, which have become the talk 
oi this continent. We all know that the 
drift of discoverv i.i vearlv north wnnl nivl 



that there are hundreds oi miles of B.C. 
with as rich and great mineral resourcp a 
as Kootenay remaining to be prospect' ^ 
discovered and developed. This is not 
the time by hostile legislation to jfive 
away from British Columbia tl je verv 
class of men needed, namely, y ie ft( ]_

If he does this I 
am s\ire he will see that it is unwise, at 
this juncture, to put up a political fence 
to Keep out enterprising prospectors who 
a re wanted to keep on the rapid mineral 
development of British Columbia. 

A Britisher. 

To the Editor: — In your Thursday's 
issue M. G. returns to the charge and 
says: "That men rule the world they 
(the women) do not dispute, and I will 
clearly state that they do not desire 
political rights that they may change 
places with the men." How does this 
accord with the fact that in New Zealand 
a woman is mayor and that South Aus- 
tralia has made women eligible to sit in 
both houses of parliament and servo as 
ministers of the crown ? in New Zea- 
land a resolution to the same. effect with 
a house of 6L members was lost 
by only a majority of nine. Then 
M. G. further states " that the women 
claim that tho best results will come to 
man as to women from the co-operation 
of both." Taking this in conjunction 
with the above, it becomes clear that 
women aspire to be in the legislature 
and executive. Why so cunningly try 
to conceal this fact by so transparent a 
medium as the first sentence. Give 
them the suffrage, the rest will follow. 
Come into my parlor, says the spider to 
the fly ! Man does not mean to be 
caught there, and will neither allow nor 
discuss whether a woman is equal to 
himself; he knows that he is superior, 
as tho male is throughout creation, 
always the noblest of the species. 

Further on M. G. states " that women 
to-day ask the ballot, not that they may 
use it against men, but to make this 
world a better and a safer place." The 
woman's petition, however, states that 
" in mental power and purity of morals 
the averane woman is equal to the aver- 
age man." This being so, how can they 
in the same breath honestly assort that 
having the ballot, " their aid would 
make this world a better and safer 
place?" Two " blacks " will not make 
one "white." To bring this millenium 
near, the average woman wants " to se- 
cure laws prohibiting vice and inculcat- 
ing virtue," for " virtue, temperance 
and religion are the foundation stones 
of national prosperity." Surely the 
average man can do, and doeB do, this at 
all events quite as well as the average 
woman ; but woman wants to achieve 
these by going bacK to the Mosaic laws 
and ceremonies, by law and not 
by example or persuasion, for 
there is a petition from wo- 
men asking that men be not allowed 
to go to barbers shops on the Sabbath 
day to be shaved!! Now this is tres- 
passing on the rights of man, for it is 
peculiar to the male to shave — at least 
with a few exceptions on the other side! 
What is the meaning of the words 
virtue, temperance and religion? These 
are the shiboleths of woman— the 
panacea for all the evils of this wicked 
world. Is it a virtue or a vice that 
women should spend so much on dress 
to make them attractive? Is it temper- 
ance or intemperance? Of course all 
object to intoxication of the one 
or the other, but let us ask 
whether vice or virtue did most 
to build the CP. U.K. or supply the rev- 
enue, the ways and , means of govern- 
ment. Is virtue or vice the prime mover 
of progress? How many live on vice, as 
it is called, in its various shapes, and 
how many practice it in very many ways?

Shipping Returns For A.pril— Pas- 
sengers on the •' Paebla" 
For Victoria. 



The Fountain of Life 
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Though the month of April did not 
count for anything very unusual in ship- 
ping business it marked the commence- 
ment in many directions of spring and 
summer trade. The Northern and West 
Coast shipping are iustances of this, 
both of which" are now daily swelling in 
volume. The month, too, saw the close 
of the Coast sealing season and the re- 
turn of two of the sealing fleet from 
cruises in Southern wafers principally. 
The last of these to arrive got in yester- 
day, the Bchooner being the Mary 
Taylor, dipt. Carlson, which reports an 
uneventful voyage and a catch of l!79 
skins. One of the features of the ship- 
ping business this coming month will 
tta the return of mure of the 
ileet and the setting them in 
readiness for Bearing Sea expeditions. 
Catches on the whole have thus far been 
very small, and the Pioneer and Mary 
Taylor now in port are considered top- 
liners. Four of the Neah Bay fleet re- 
port catches of 88, 2S, 30, and 5o skins. 
The produce trade has been very light 
in April, hut the foreign shipping has 
shown very material signs of improve- 
ments. At the customs during the 
month there cleared, deep sea, 105 
vessels, and coastwise 101, while 101 
from deep sea and 105 f'-om coastwise 
entered, representing a total number 
seldom reached here. 

NEW TRANS-PACIFIC I INKH. 

Advices from Honolulu received last 
night, says a San Francisco dispatch of 
yesterday, state that the Japanese steam- 
ship Hukusan Mam, which left Yoko- 
hama foV San Francisco April 3, is the 
iirst of the new line of steamers to be es- 
tablished between the Orient, Honolulu 
and San Francisco, and between Seattle 
and Portland and Asiatic ports, The 
company is known as the.
